The sub-committee of the Carroll County Delegation 
appointed to investigate the matter of indexing the court 
records for the Superior Court of Carroll County attended 
to their duties at Ossipee on Friday last and report the 
following: 

(1) Through investigation of the Court records and 
conference with the clerk of the court your committee 
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learned that the total period of the records is from 1859 
and 1860 to the present time, a total of 58 years. In this 
connection, it is understood that the clerk is to make no 
charge from 1912 to the present time; accordingly that 
period has been omitted from the computation. 

(2) A period of 21 years from 1859 to 1879 has 
already been indexed by the clerk and he has, as yet, 
received no payment therefor. ‘ 

(3) For the period already covered, the Clerk paid 
his assistant wages of $9.00 per week, which on basis of the 
usual office hours of from 9 to 12 o’clock, and from 1 to 
5 o’clock, makes a day of 7 hours, therefore making a cost 
of 22 cents per hour. 

(4) For this same period the Clerk allowed for his 
services in labor and supervision at the rate of $3.00 per 
day, which makes a cost of 43 cents per hour for the day 
of the same length as above. 

(5) The actual time spent for the 21 years appears 
from the timetable kept by the Clerk to be as follows: 

Assistant 53315 hours, this multiplied by 


22 cents, equals, $117 37 
Clerk 404 hours, this multiplhed by 43 cents 

equals, 173 72 
Total cost on above basis for 21 years, $291 09 
(6) Dividing $291.09 by 21 years, gives 

an average cost per year of $ 13 86 


(7) Multiplying this average cost of $13.86 
per year by 53 years (This is the total 
less 1912 to date inclusive) makes, 734 58 
(8) Making allowance for rearrangement 
of ecards and making erasures of check 
marks on the books, 1d 00 


Total, $ 749 58 
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(9) The Clerk of Court believes that it will be neces- 
sary for him to pay more than $9.00 per week for the assist- 
ant’s work in completing the records. 

(10) The 21-year period already indexed seems to 
have been done in a neat and careful manner under the 
personal supervision of the Clerk. 

(11) In aceordance with the above facts (assuming 
the clerk’s time table to be correct) your committee would 
recommend that the County Commissioners be authorized 
to eentract with the Clerk of Court for the completion of 
the court records, that the sum of $750.00 be appropriated 
therefor; the contract to stipulate that said sum is in full 
payment for the work already done and for the completion 
of the index to date; and with the further stipulation that 
the sum of $750.00 shall be paid to the Clerk when the 
index is completed, and the quality of the work done ap- 
proved by the Superior Court.

In aceordance with the requirements of the Public 
Statutes of the State of New Hampshire, the Commissioners 
of Carroll County herewith submit the following report of 
their business transactions for the year ending December 
31st. 1917, together with the report of several of the other 
County Officers. 

The County Farm and House of Correction is wader 
the same management as last year, Mr. Geo. B. Reed, Su- 
perintendent and Mrs. Geo. B. Reed, as Matron; they have 
labored hard for the welfare and comfort of the inmates 
and for the financial interests of the county. 

There has been an unusual amount of repairs made 
at the County I*arm for the past year. The sewerage =.nd 
vaults going to pieces causing new septic vaults to be put 
in and all of the piping to be relaid. The hot water system 
then had to be replaced and all piped over, causing quite 
an expense. 

It became necessary to increase the stock so as to make 
use of the hay, and in order to do it there had to be more 
tieup room; this was overcome by putting a tieup on the 
west side of the barn. We have now at the farm 48 head 
of cattle, nearly double the amount of stock usually kept. 
For account of repairs and other matters pertaining to the 
Farm, we would refer you to the report of the Superin- 
tendent. 

We wish to thank the Superintendent and Matron at 
the County Farm, County Physician and Overseers of the 
Poor and all other county officers for their earnest labor 
during the past year.

Gentlemen :—In closing this our third annual report, 
kindly allow us to express our hearty appreciation for your 
co-operation in the care and management of this institu- 
tion. While the year has been one without precedent, full 
of the greatest anxiety and uncertainty, yet it has been our 
constant and earnest endeavor to do justice to our wards 
under the circumstances, and to conform to all of our State , 
and National requirements. 

We have installed septic tanks for our sewerage in 
both the main Almshouse and the brick buildings, also 
plumbed the Almshouse practically new. The value of this 
improvement can hardly be estimated suffice to say that 
the buildings and the overflow of the tanks are now in a 
sanitary condition. 

Last spring the 60-gallon hot water boiler on our range 
rusted out so as to become useless, this made it absolutely 
necessary for us to do some thing for a hot water supply, 
consequently we installed a 212-gallon boiler and heater, 
piping it through both buldings, we now have an abun- 
dant supply and a great convenience over the old systein, 
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which had only a capacity for about one-fourth of our re- 
quirements. 

On account of the high price of animal feeds, our 
abundant hay crop and the future requirements of the 
farm, we believed it best to increase our stock of cattle, 
consequently we have built a new tieup in the barn, which 
doubles the room we had heretofore. We have raised all 
of our calves this year and bought eleven growims steers, 
making a total of fifty head at the present time. We be- 
lieve this improvement will go a long way towards increas- 
ing the production of the farm and consequently reduce 
the cost of maintaining this institution. 

Mrs. Mary C. Buswell of Lynn, Mass., again remember. 
ed us with a generous donation for a Thanksgiving dinner. 
. This noble contribution was much appreciated by the people 
under our care. 

The health “of the inmates has been generally good 
through the whole year. We have had 422 visitors; rules 
for visitors the same as last year. 

Kindly allow us to express our thanks to all who have 
contributed books, papers, magazines and other comferts 
to our wards. Only one who sees the benefits ef these 
thoughtful acts can fully realize how far they go towards 
lightening the burdens these unfortunate people must 
bear. Please bear in mind that it is not some great thing 
that is needed, but rather a cheerful, kind word, some small 
useful article that will bring its full measure of rewari. 
‘*TInasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these 
my brethren, ye have done it unto me.”’

Section 1. Any town or county furnishing any assist- 
ance to any person within six years preceding his death 
shall be entitled to recover from the estate of such person 
the sum or sums paid out for such assistance, the said claim 
to be a preferred claim against his said estate after the pay- 
ment of funeral charges, expense of last sickness and ex- 
-penses of administration, provided he leaves no widow or 
minor children living at his decease. 


Sect. 2. All acts and part of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed and this act shall take effect upon 
its passage.

1897 is hereby amended by striking out the words “last pre- 
ceding the” in the fourth line of said section and inserting 
in the place thereof the words “preceding the last,” and said 
section is hereby further amended by adding at the end of 
said section the words “provided that no person having a 
settlement in any town in this state upon arriving at the age 
of seventy years shall lose that settlement on account of be- 
ing exempt by law from paying a poll tax, if he still resides 
in said town,” so that said section as amended shall read as 
follows: 


“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the support 
of any person unless he, or the person under whom he de- 
rives his settlement shall have wholly gained a settlement

Section 1, Division II. of Chapter 83 of 
the Public Statutes is hereby amended by striking out all 
after words “if any she has” in the third line of said division 
so that said division as amended shall read as follows: “II. 
Legitimate children shall have the settlement of their father, 
if any he has within this state; otherwise the settlement of 
their mother if any she has.” 


Division IX of said section is hereby amended by in- 
serting after the word “term” in the fourth line of said 
division the words “and any unmarried woman of the age 
of twenty-one years who shall have resided in any town in 
this state seven years in succession, shall have paid all taxes 
legally assessed on her estate during that term” so that said 
division as amended shall read as follows: 


“IX. Any person of the age of twenty-one years who 
shall have resided in any town in this state, and, being taxed 
for his poll for seven years in succession, shall have paid all 
taxes legally assessed on his poll and estate during that 
term, and any unmarried woman of the age of twenty-one 
years who shall have resided in any town in this state seven 
years in succession, shall have paid all taxes legally assessed 
on her estate during that term, shall thereby gain a settle- 
ment in such town,” 
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Sect. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect 
upon its passage. : 

Approved April 2, 1903. 


AID TO PERSONS QUARANTINED. 


It sometimes becomes necessary to assist a family when 
quarantined on account of scarlet fever, diphtheria, etc, by 
reason of its being deprived of the opportunity to earn wages 
or from other causes, and to provide for which the following 
law was enacted by the legislature and approved March 11, 
1899. 


Section 1. Whenever any person or family is placed 
in quarantine by a board of health, to protect the public 
against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or any other 
dangerous, infectious or contagious disease, it shall be the 
duty of said board to assist such person or family while in 
quarantine in such a manner as in the judgment of the 
board may be deemed wise and necessary. 

Sect. 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such part 
thereof as the board may determine, shall be deemed a legi- 
timate expenditure for the protection of the public health 
and shall be charged to the account of incidental expenses, 
but not to any indigent pauper account, nor shall such ex- 
penditure be construed to mean a public aid to the person 
or persons quarantined and assisted unless such person or 
persons are already paupers as defined by the Public 
Statutes.. 

The above law would seem to solve, in a thoroughly 
satisfactory way, a question which heretofore has been con- 
siderable of a problem in some localities. The entire matter 
is left to the judgment of the local board of health, and 
whatever aid the board may deem to be wise and necessary . 
to extend to the families in question must be paid by the 
town and charged up as provided for in section 2. 
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CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT 
SOLDIERS, AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE SOL- 
DIERS’ HOME IN CERTAIN CASES. 

Sect. 9. Whenever any person resident in this state, 
who enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned and 
served as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in the ar- 
my or navy of the United States, in the War of the Rebellion 
or in the Spanish or Philippine wars, and who received an 
honorable discharge, not being under guardianship or legal 
restraint, shall become poor, and unable to provide mainten- 
ance for himself and dependent family, such person, his wife 
widow or minor children, or such of the children as are un- 
able to maintain themselves shail be supported at the public 
expense in the town or city of their abode, at their own 
home or any such place, other than a town or county alms- 
house, as the overseers of the poor or county commissioners 
shall deem right or proper, but no person shall receive aid 
under the provisions of this section unless he has resided in 
this state three years or more before making application for 
such aid, and no person shall, while receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section use intoxicating liquor to an extent 
which shall render him incapable of working at his usual 
occupation and no person receiving aid under the provisions 
of this section shall sell-any article furnished him, nor ex- 
change them for intoxicating liquors, nor share any such 
aid with any persons other than those above named as being 
_ entitled to the benefit of these provisions. Any person re- 
ceiving aid under the provisions of this section, who receives 
a pension from the United States government, shall, while 
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receiving such aid, apply the pension to the support of him- 
self and dependent family, and shall, when requested, fur- 
nish to the overseers of the poor or the county commission- 
ers satisfactory proof that such pension has been so applied. 
Any person applying for such aid, shall, when requested, 
furnish to the county commissioners or the overseers of the 
poor the certificate of a reputable physician, resident in the 
county in which he lives, as to the incapacity on his part to 
perform manual labor. Neglect by any person applying for 
or receiving aid under the provisions of this section to com- 
ply with the foregoing provisions and conditions of this 
section so far as such person is concerned, and such person 
may be supported at the town or county almshouse. 

Secr. 10. The expense of support furnished under the 
provisions of the preceding section shall be kept and re- 
reported in a separate account under the head of “aid fur- 
nished to dependent soldiers and their families,’ and not in 
the general pauper account, but shall be recoverable of the 
person, town or county liable therefor as in other cases.* 

Sect. 11. The county commissioners or the overseers 
of the poor of any town may require any person applying 
for aid under the provisions of Section 9 of this chapter, who 
is eligible for admission, to make application for admission 
to the New Hampshire Soldiers’ Home, in case he has no 
family or settled place of abode, whenever in their discretion 


they deem it best; and if such person refuses to make such 


application, or if admitted refuses to go to said Soldiers’ 
Home, the county or town shall be relieved from the pro- 
visions of the preceding sections so far as such person is 
concerned, and he may be supported at the county or town 
almshouse. 

AN ACT 
To PROVIDE FOR THE PUNISHMENT OF PARENTS FOR THE 


ABANDONMENT OF THEIR FAMILIES IN CERTAIN CASES. 


* This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from 
the engrossed bill. _Such references are made to it in the engrossed bill that 
it is evident the legislature intended it should be a part of the law. 
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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court Convened: 


Secrion 1. That as used in this act the word “children” 
shall be limited to mean children under sixteen years of 
age and also such children over sixteen years of age and 
under twenty-one years as by reason of physical or mental 
infirmity are incapable of supporting themselves; and fur- 
ther that separation within the meaning of this act shall in- 
clude, in addition to the cases embraced within the usual 
meaning of the word, every case where a husband has 
caused his wife to leave him by conduct on his part which 
would be ground for divorce and also every case where by 
extreme cruelty or other conduct it becomes improper for 
children to remain with their father and have for this rea- 
son become separated from him. 

Sect. 2. If any husband or father being within the 
limits of this state shall hereafter separate himself from his 
wife or from his children or from his wife and children 
without reasonable cause and shall wilfully neglect to main- 
tain his children, and his wife, when such wife is destitute 
or dependent wholly or in part on her earnings for adequate 
support he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof be sentenced to jail or the house of correction 
for a period of not more than six months, and to pay a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars or either or both at the discre- 
tion of the court; such fine if any to be paid or applied in 
whole or in part to the deserted wife or children as the court 
may direct. 

Provided no such conviction, payment of fine or under- 
going imprisonment shall in any manner effect the obligation 
of any order for support theretofore made against the 
defendant. 

And provided further that upon conviction the court 
may suspend sentence upon and during compliance by the 
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defendant with any order for support theretofore made 
against him as already made or as may theretofore have 
been modified in the manner now provided by law; and if 
no such order shall have been made then the court trying 
the defendant may make such order for the support by the 
defendant of his wife and children or either of them which 
order shall be subject to modification by the court on cause 
shown and the court may suspend sentence upon and during 
compliance by the defendant with such order as originally 
made or as subsequently modified by the court. 

Sect. 3. If any woman or mother shall separate her- 
self as the term is defined in section 1 of this act from her 
husband without cause, or from her children, she shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
be sentenced to the county jail or the house of correction for 
a term not exceeding six months and to pay a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars or either or both as the court may 
determine, the fine if any to be applied in the discretion of 
the court ot the benefit of the deserted husband or children 
or both. 

Sect. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT 
For THE PROTECTION OF CHILDREN. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 

General Court Convened: 

SECTION 1. If any person shall abandon an infant under 
four years of age, or being its parent and having made con- 
tract for its support, shall abscond or fail to perform said 
contract if of sufficient ability, shall neither visit nor remove 
such infant nor notify the proper authority of the town, ward 
or city in which he resides of his or her inability to support 
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such infant, he shall be punished by imprisonment not f : . 
ceeding two years; or if the infant dies by reason of suc ch 
abandonment, by imprisonment not exceeding thirty years. 
Secr. 2. If any person, knowingly and with wrongful 
intent shall aid or abet in the abandonment of such infant he ne 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dol- =) 
lars or by imprisonment not exceeding two years, or both. 
Sect. 8. This act shall take effect eee its passage) ae
